With the proper response on the 
part of local residents of the 
Town and within a three- or 
four-mile radius, it shoul be pos- 
sible to maintain adequate fire 
protection for the entire area.

Swager Sherley 
Descendant of a pioneer family 
of Virginia, Swager Sherley was 
born in Louisville in 1871. He 
attended the Louisville public 
schools and graduated from the 
High School in 1889, and from 
the Law School of the University 
of Virginia in 1891. Mr. Sherley 
practiced law in Louisville, until 
he was elected to Congress as a 
Democrat, where he served with 
distinguished ability from 1903 
to 1919. A political upheaval in 
1918 resulted in his defeat for 
re-election. In 1919 and 1920 
he was director of the Division 
of Finance of the U. S. Railroad 
Administration. From this post 
fie resigned to resume the prac- 
tice of law in Washington, D. C. 
He died while on a visit to Lou- 
isville in 1941, and is buried in 
Cave Hill Cemetery. 

Albert Shelby Willis 
Albert S. Willis wal born at 
Shelbyville, Ky., in 1843. He 
graduated . from the Louisville 
High School in 1860, taught 
school for several years, and 
after graduating in 1866 from 
the Law School of the Universi- 
ty of Louisville, began the prac- 
tice of law in Louisville. He was 
one of the Presidential electors 
who supported Horace Greeley 
for President in 1872. In 1876 he 
elected to Congress on the 
and served I

from 1877 to 1887. Defeated for 
re-election by Asher G. Caruth 
in 1886, he resumed his practice 
of law. President Cleveland ap- 
pointed him Minister to Hawaii 
in 1893. He died in Honolulu in 
1897, and his body was returned 
to Louisville for burial in Cave 
Hill Cemetery. 



Asher G. Caruth was born in 
Scottsville, Allen County, Ky., 
in 1844. He graduated from the 
Louisville High School in 1864, 
and from the Law School of the 
University of Louisville in 1866. 
He began practicing law at Hop- 
kinsville, and also entered the 
newspaper field by establishing 
the Kentucky New Era, a paper 
that was ably edited later by 
Tom C. Underwood, who was 
once president of the Kentucky 
Press Association. His son, 
Thomas Underwood, Jr., is now 
a member of Congress from Lex- 
Judge Caruth moved to Louis- 
ville in 1871, was attorney for 
the Louisville School Board for 
several years, and was a Presi- 
dential elector on the Tilden- 
Hendricks ticket in 1876. He was 
elected Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney for the Jefferson Circuit 
Court in 1880, and re-elected in 
1886, but resigned, when elected 
to Congress, where he served 
from 1887 to 1895. He became 
judge of the criminal division of 
the Jefferson Circuit Court in 
1902, was one 0 f the commission- 
ers of the St. Louis World Fair 
in 1904, and died in Louisville 
in 1907 His body is buried at 
Cave Hill.

Fire Marsha) Releases 
New Safety Standards 

Frankfort, April 12— New reg- 
ulations designed to prevent the 
loss of life and property by fire 
were released this week by the 
state Division of Fire Prevention 
and Rates in a new code of safe- 
ty standards Th-! standards 
supersede the previous ones, 
published in 1948. 

The latest manual of standards 
includes new regulations govern- 
ing the building of all types, of 
structures, new specifications for 
hospitals and sanitariums, a new 
code for preventing fires in the 
dry-cleaning industry, additional 
safety standards for ventilating 
and air-conditioning systems, and 
stricter rules for fireworks dis- 
plays. 

The standards now require that 
gas heaters in transient sleeping 
quarters be equipped with auto- 
matic pilots and effective air 
vents. The requirement was 
made as the result of several ac- 
cidents that caused deaths m 
tourist cabins. 

Also included as the result of 
past accidents are new regula- 
tions for the handling and trans- 
portation of gasoline and kero- 
me. 

A new section on the installa- 
tion of television receivers and 
antennas has been added to the 
standards. 

W. L. Martin, state fire mar- 
shal, said that the manual con- 
tains the best thinking in fire 
prevention based on the opin- 
ions of the highest authorities on 
the subject and on sound engi- 
neering practices.

From Brazil's Rugged Interior 
Hannas Fly "On To The Big City" 

FROM THE REV. AND MRS. C. MORTON HANNA 
(Traveling in Mexico and South 'America) 
The plane for Sao Paulo leaves the interior city of Dou- 
rados only three days a week, and we had tickets on the Tues- 
day flight. All day Monday it rained, with a foggy dawn or 
Tuesday. Dr. Sydenstricker, our host, got out his pick-ut 
truck, put on chains, donned 
his high boots, provided us all 
with overshoes— and we were 
off to the airport well ahead 
of time. The dirt roads were 
wide and already there were 
ruts in every available .place. 
Our driver skillfully picked the 
ruts which were most likely to 
avoid the worst mud holes; so 
after much lunging and lurching 
we arrived at the airport. We 
parked near the grass-covered 
runway, beside the thatched- 
covered pole hut which is a pres- 
ent serving as the airport build- 
ing. Nearly a n hour later, a 
two-motored plane landed on the 
grass runway, splashing dark red 
mud on its windows and every- 
thing else near at hand. 

After a very comfortable four- 
hour ride (with one stop in the 
state of Parana) we landed in 
Sao Paulo. What a contrast! We 
came in on a concrete runway, 
capable of handling the largest 
planes, and went to an air term- 
inal building, which will be the 
equal of any in North America 
when completed. So it seemed 
that it was but a step from the 
mud of the frontier state of Mata 
Grasso to the modern metropoli- 
tan center which is Sao Paulo, 
with over 2,200,000 people, tall 
buildings, beautiful parks, hand- 
some private homes and great 
urban institution!. 



Great excitement! We were at 
the same hotel as the Latin 
American movie star, Mario Ma- 
reno. Crowds of men, women, 
and children stood for hours in 
the square in front of the hotel, 
hoping to catch a glimpse of him 
as he passed in and out. There 
was a great dinner to honor him 
in the ballroom of the hotel— 
but we were not invited! 
However the missionaries were 
n hand to show us the mission- 
ary institutions. McKensie Col- 
lege (really a university) is rec- 
ognized as the best engineering 
school in Brazil. J. M. C. is a 
pre-theological school. These 
schools, together with the Pres- 
byterian Seminary, are all busy 
preparing a leadership for the 
great future which Brazil is sure 
ive. These trips to various 
suburbs of the city were all made 
over wonderful roads in very 
comfortable busses. 

On Saturday we came to Lav- 
ras, 380 miles by plane, where 
the missionaries and church peo- 
ple have given us a royal recep- 
tion. The Charlotte Kemper 
School and Gammon Institute to- 
gether enroll about 1,000 stu- 
dents, and they are doing a won- 
derful work. 

Tomorrow we will head back 
into rural areas in the state of 
Minas by train.

Schools Should Have 
100 In Attendance 

The State Board of Education 
is considering a revision of the 
accrediting regulations as con- 
cerns the required average daily 
attendance at accredited high 
schools in the state. At this time 
one of the requirements for the 
accreditation of a high school is 
that the school maintain at least 
a minimum of 60 pupils in en- 
rollment. 

According to Boswell Hodg- 
kin, superintendent of public in- 
struction, the reason for the 
Board's consideration of requir- 
ing a higher enrollment and at- 
tendance is to provide better ad- 
vantages and facilities in the 
smaller high schools of Kentuc- 
ky. 

It is proposed that an average 
daily attendance of 100 pupils 
be required to give the school 
accreditation. In a resolution re- 
cently passed by the State Board 
the higher standard was set look- 
ing toward its realization by the 
beginning of the 1954-55 school 
term.

Garden State Tomato 

Resistant To Blight 

A variety of tomatoes called 
Garden State, tested for several 
years at the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station at Lexington, has 
been found to have considerable 
resistance to blight, a disease 
which caused big losses in Ken- 
tucky the past year. 

Grown alongside other varie- 
ties, sprayed and otherwise treat- 
ed tne same, Garden State to- 
matoes turned off big yields in 
1950. Blight reduced yields of 
most kinds, even though they 
were carefully sprayed. 

While Garden State shows re- 
sistance to blight, Dr. E. M. Em- 
mert, who conducted the tests 
at the Experiment Station, ad- 
vised a rigid spray program for 
it, the same as for other varic- 
starts spraying in a

Commercial Feed Sales 
Double In Ten Years 

The tonnage of commercial 
mixed feeds sold in Kentucky in 
as 584,000 tons. Accord- 
the Department of Feed 
and Fertilizer, Kentucky Agri- 
Hural Experiment Station, this 
tonnage was not as great as 
the peak year, 1945, whep 650,- 
000 tons were sold. The present 
figure is, however, double the 
tonnage sold ' 

Of the total for 1950, 35 per 
cent was poultry feed. Twenty- 
six per cent was dairy feed and 
another one-fourth was made up 
of straight products, such as al- 
falfa meal, wheat and wheat by- 
products, corn and corn by-prod- 
ucts, distillery by-products, and 
other straight products sold dl 
rect to farmers for feeding pur- 
poses. Eight per cent was hog 
feed. These classes of feed ac- 
count for 94 per cent of all of 
the feed sold. The remaining 
per cent was made up of mis- 
cellaneous feeds, such as horse 
and mule feed, sheep feed, min- 
eral mixtures, dog feed, etc. 

The tonnage of most types of 
feed has increased as had the 
total tonnage over the past few 
years The tonnage for 
feeds, however, has increased 
more than at the average rate. 
Ten years ago, less than 3,000 
tons of turkey feed 
whereas now, four to five times 
that amount

TIMELY TOPICS 

BEETS AND CARROTS - 
These two vegetables can be dis- | 
cussed together because their ; 
needs are in so many ways ident- I 
Being root crops, both need 
nitrogen, else they grow too 
much to top and make small 
roots. On the other hand, potash 
should be high, as this is the 
plant food that directly affects 
root growth, and makes plump 
carrots and beets. Well-rotted 
manure (the nitrogen gone) fills 
both bills, as the potash is un- 
affected by the manure rotting. 
Manure that is not well rotted 
should not be used on these 
crops, for the additional reason 
that unrotted bedding may cause 
forked beets and carrots, or ex- 
cessive and undesirable side 
roots. 

If commercial fertilizer is to 
: the plant food, 4-12-8 is a 
good analysis. Fertilizer 3-9-6 
is good, too, as it is in the same 
itio, but "weaker." 
The varieties are: beets, Early 
Egyptian; carrots, Chantcnay 
and Imperator. One ounce of 
irrot seed sows 150 feet; an j 
mce of beets, 75 feet. 
Seed-sowing time is now. In 
hand-worked garden the rows 
may be as close as 15 inches, but 
horse-worked garden, two 
feet.
